1. An isolated and purified nucleic acid molecule that encodes a rat histamine H4 
receptor protein, or a complement of said nucleic acid molecule, comprising a 
member selected from the group consisting of: 

(a) a polynucleotide sequence encoding a polypeptide comprising amino acids 1 
to 391 of SEQ ID NO: 9; and 

(b) a polynucleotide sequence which is a fulMength complement of a 
polynucleotide sequence encoding amino acids 1 to 391 of SEQ ID NO: 9. 

In claim 16, line 4, replace "having an amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 9" by 
having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 9-. 
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Drawing 

The drawing, Fig. 3, filed on 07/23/2003 is objected to because the background of 
drawing is so dark that the tissue distribution pattern in the drawing is illegible.
